Zephyrs, Wafting Clouds First 
Into County Then Into City, 
Defy Jurisdiction. 

Is the smoke from the United Rail- 
ways Hodiamont powerhouse city 
smoke or county smoke? 

Part of the powerhouse is in the 
city and part is in the county. The 
smoke from six ‘towering stacks 
shows which way the wind blows. 


When it blows from the west the 
smoke covers the Cabanne district in 
St. Louis and Smoke Inspector Parker 
gets busy. When he protests and 
threatens prosecution he is told by 
representatives of the company that 
the smoke comes from St. Louis Coun- 
ty and that the company cannot be 
expected to control the winds. 

When the breeze shifts around to 
the east and the smoke takes a jaunt 
into St. Louis County, the authorities, 
urged by indignant suburbanites, ask 
the company what it means by send- 
ing its smoke into the county and it 
replies: 

“Why that smoke comes. from the 
city. We can’t help it if the wind 
changes, can we?" 

And there you are. 

The Cabanne Improvement Associa- 
tion of which W. F. Funsten is presi- 
Cent has appointed a committee to 
determine whether it is city or county 
smoke and to have it suppressed.

PRISONER CONFESSES 





Tells Detectives That He 
Found It Easy to Make 
Bad Money. 





When Miss Florence Steinmann, cash- 
ler in the candy booth of a church ba- 
zar at Lemp’s Hall, coughed Thursday 
night, secret service operators arrested 
Edward J. Flood on a charge.of coun- 
terfeiting. 

The cough was a prearranged signal 
given by Secret Service Agents McHugh 
and Sommer to the cashiers of the 
booths at the bazar’ 
dollars had been passed Tuesday night, 
and Wednesday evening Summers and 
McHugh, who had been summoned, 
waited in vain for the cough, although, 
it subsequently developed, four counter- 
feit half dollars were passed that even- 
ing. 

Flood bought a 10-cent wheel filled 
with candy, and gave a half dollar. 
As soon as Miss Steinmann glanced 
at it she gave the signal. Sommer 
was not far away, and he began 
edging toward the booth, picking 
up McHugh with his eyes as he went. 

Makes a Bolt. 

Flood became suspicious, and with- 
cut waiting for his change made his 
way to'a window. As he was about 
tu raise it McHugh caught him and 
turned him sharply about. One of 
Filood’s hands was clasped. 

“What have you got there?” McHugh 
demanded. 

“None of your business,’ 
torted. 

McHugh pried the hand open and 
found five half dollars, all bad. He and 
Sommer took their prisoner out of the 
hall without attracting attention from 
more than half a dozen persons.

Destroyed Molds. 

When McHughit asked Flood where 
his molds were, he replied that he 
had destroyed them Thursday after- 
noon, because he was dissatisfied 
with them. He used a combination 
ef sink, lead and block tin for his 
coins.

IMAN SEALED ALIVE 
IN TRUNK IN 1902. 
BUDY JUST FOUND 


Waiter Who Left Grewsome 
Baggage at New York 
Rooming House Sought. 


VICTIM ASPHYXIATED 





Is Believed to Have Been a 
Roommate of: William 
Lewis, the Suspect.

YORK, Nov. 18.—The autopsy 


held today by Coroner’s Physician Le- 
hahe and Prof. John A. McAllister es- 
tablished that the nude body, found 
in a trunk last night at 450 West 
Fifty-fourth street, that of a 
man.

Although the corpse had been in the 


trunk for more than eight years, the 
murderer's precaution in placing it in 
a hermetically sealed case of zinc and 
plaster of paris resulted in its pre- 
servation to an extent to allow the 
experts to describe the victim as he 
appeared in life. —- | 

From a part of the tissue of the left 
lung it was found that the man was 
still alive when put in the trunk. The 
cause of leath was asphyxiation. It 
igs impossible -to determifie whether poi- 
son was administered to bring about 
a stupor. There are no outward marks 
of violence and death was not preceded 
by choking 

The assumption is that the murdéred 
man was the roonimate of Wiliam 
Lewis, a waiter, the owner 6f the 
trunk. The fact that the body was 
clad in a night shirt indicates the man 
wag killed tn his room. 

Waiter’s Name on Trtink. 

The police are ooking for William 
Lewis, a waiter whose name is painted 
on the trunk, and ‘qo whom it belonged 
eight years ago. All that is known 
about the man is that before he dropped 
out of sigh‘ severa! years ago he was 
frequently scen in the company of a 
woman named Winten. 

When the trunk was-forced open late 
yesterday afternoon the body was found 
to be lying on its left side. 

Both arms had been crossed over, and 
the legs bent back like the closed blades 
of a jack knife. Apparently the limbs 
had been tied when the body was forced 
into the trunk, but the cords had 
dropped off. 

The trunk, which is of the cheapest 
type, had a zinc inner case, a most 
unusual thing for trunks of its kind, 
and the police believe it was built to 
| hide the crime. The selection of zinc 
for the inner case indicates careful 
thought, as any other metal would have 
yielded to the corrosive effects of the 
acids from the body. 


Sealed With Plaster of Paris. 
After the body had been jammed intvu 


the case, a zinc cover was found over 
it. As a last precaution, the case was 
hermetically sealed with plaster of paris 
so as to prevent the escape of betray- 
ing odors. 

Philip Meagher is the man who 
opened the ‘trunk .yesterday, and 
thus stumbled over the mystery. The 
“W. Lewis,” whose name is printed 
on it, was his boarder when he lived 
with his family in another part of the 
city. When the Meaghers moved into 
40 West Fifty-fourth street they 
brought the trunk along, although Lewis 
had left nearly a year before. 

They put the trunk in the cellar, ex- 
pecting their former boarder, who had 
left without paying his board bill, would 
return for it some day. Seven years 
ypassed and all the while the trunk stood 
in a corner in the basement without 
anyone opening it. Tenants of the house 
threw bundles of paper and other rub- 
bish on it, and the janitor, whose name 
is Heidenreich, asked that it be taken 
out of the way. 

Yesterday afternoon Meagher. went 
down into the basement and decided to 
open the trunk and see if it contained 
some clew to his former  boarder’s 
whereabouts, or, at least, the name of 
some relative to whom it might be sent. 

Alarmed When Lid is Lifted. 

He removed the rubbish which clut- 
tered the top of the trunk, untied the 
straps over the hasps and then tried 
to raise the lid. But this proved to be 
no easy matter, and he caHed Helden- 
rich tu help. The two men tugged away 
at the lid, and when it yielded to their 
‘efforts, part of the plaster of paris 
lifted, disclosing the top of the zinc 
case. 

Alarmed, the two men made no fur- 
ther effort to open the trunk, and 
Meagher hastened around t6 the West 
Forty-seventh Street Station and told 
Lieut. O'Neill of his suspicions. Word 
was sent to the Fourth Branch .of the 
Detective Bureau and to the Coroner's 
office. 

When Coroner Winterbottom arrived 
Lieut, McKinney and detectives were 
waiting for him in the basement. The 
plaster of paris was shattered with an 
ax and the zinc lid pried off, disclosing 
the trunk’s grewsome contents. 

Four newrepapers, which had been 
spread on top of thé lid of the sinc 
case, three of them of the date of April 
17, 1002, and the other April 20, 1902, 
were Subjected to close scrutiny, but 
they contained nothing which would 
throw light on the mystery except, pos- 
sibly to fix the approximate date when 
the body was hidden. |

After They Make Up, C. H. 
Apple Says Woman Was 
Jealous of First Wife. 
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Mrs. Anna Dlizabeth Apple and her 
husband, Charles. H. Apple, cashier of 
the Aetna Life Insurance Co., were rec- 
onciled Friday, less than 24 hours after 
Mrs. Apple filed suit for divorce, al- 
leging cruelty. 

The reconciliation was brodght about 
by the Rev. Charles M. Hawkins, pastor 
of the Lafayette Park Methodist Church, 
of the Board of Governors of which 


Apple is a member. 
Husband and wife met in the pastor's 


after a conference lasting more than 
an hour Mrs. Apple agreed to instruct 
her attorneys to withdraw the divorce 
petition. 
Says She Was Jealous of Dead. 

“Time alone will tell whether this 
means a reawakening of the 61d love,” 
said Apple to reporters after the con- 
ference. “As matters now stand, we 
have made a business<ike arrangement 
by which we will live together for 
the sake of our three children. 

“Our domestic troubles, I believe had 


Apple was jealous of the memory of my 

first wife, who is dead. She seemed to 

think I cared more for my first wife 

than for her. This feeling caused her in 

a way to mistreat my 15-year-old boy— 

her stepson. ; 
Wife Charged Cruelty. 

‘Mrs. Apple is not domestic. I mean 
by: this that she has no skill in manag- 
ing a household. Her unnecessary ex- 
penditures caused me to charge her 
with extravagance and my _ constant 
supervision over expenditures led her 
to think I was stingy. Last July we 
gave up housekeeping and went to live 
with my sister, Mrs. Garland, at 1447 
Carr Lane placé> Things went~ worse 
there because there were too many rela- 
tives living in one house.” 

In her petition Mrs. Apple charged 
that her husband choked her, threw 
clothes brushes'and knives at her, and 
on one occasion held her while one of 
his women relatives beat her. 

On leaving the conference Mrs. Apple 
would make no statement except that 
she would return to her mother’s home 
and remain there until arrangements 
are completed for her and her husband 
to go to housekeeping again. 

Shortly after noon Mrs. Apple’s at- 
torney, H. \R. Small, withdrew the di- 
vorce petition, explaining to the Circuit 
Court that the couple had -been recon- 
ofled.

Schlupka’s body was found on the 
street-car tracks and a Coroner’s jury 
returned a verdict of accident. 

Zadra was convicted of complicity in 

the plot through which August Genetti 
and another miner were killed by an in- 
fernal machine in a Collinsville mine in 
1907. Joe Genetti, cousin of August, re- 
ceived a #-year sentence for the mur- 
der, which was shown to have been the 
result of a deep-laid plot with Joe Ge- 
netti’s j 1lousy of his cousin as a mo- 
tive. So far as came out at the trial, 
Schlupka had no part in the quarrel 
whica led to the murder. 
_ Justice Weller Friday refused to give 
a detailed account of Zadra’s statement 
to him in advance of its submission 
to Gilham. ,

—As President Taft was crossing the 
Isthmus, homeward bound, after having 
inspected the Panama Canal for the 
fifth time, he received word of a strike 
which may involve one-quarter of the 
American employes. It was begun by 
the. boilermakers, 100 of whom served 
notice of quitting. 

Machinists, engineers and men of al- 
lied trades unions having a membership 
of 1500 are holding meetings and prob- 
ably will irdorse the strike, the ob- 
ject of which is to obtain 10 cents an 
hour more wages and six weeks’ vaca- 
tion with full pay. = 

The Canal Commission thinks that the 
strike will become general and perhaps 
embarrassing, but will not be a serious 
menace to the progress of work on the 
canal, because substitutes easily can be 
rushed here from the United States. 

The wage rate of the trades concerned 
is 6 cents an hour,. which is about 4 
per cent more pay than the same crafts- 
men get in the United States. The men 
here also get free hbmes and a discount 
on the price, of commodities.

WARDEN AIDING HIM 


Wholesale Jewelers Are Op- 
posing Release of Noto- 
rious Diamond Thief. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—Warden Frost. 
of Sing Sing prison, is making strenuous 
efforts to obtain a pardon for J. Edward 
Boeck, the notorious diamond thief. 
Boeck is the chief “‘stool-pigeon” of Sing 
Sing, and his life is in constant dange: 
for that reason. To protect him the 
warden keeps him locked in his cell 
most of the time. 

The application for a pardon for Boeck 
is being bitterly opposed by wholesaiv 
jewelers, not only in the Maiden Lane 
district, but all over the country. 

Boeck probably is one of the best ed. - 
cated men ever placed behind priscn 
bars. He is quite a linguist, and for 
Many years lived in China. He comes 
of an aristocratic European family, ani 
during the St. Louls World’s Fair repre- 
sented China at that exhibition. At that 
time he went to St. Louis with Prince 
Pu Lun, a relative of the Emperor 2f 
China. 


Used Financiers’ Names. 
In May, 1907, Boeck suddenly disap- 


peared from this city. It was estimate: 
that with him went $200,000 worth of: 
precious stones, al] of which were the 
property of wholesalers in the jewelry 
He had stolen from Edwin W. 
Dayton alone $60,000 worth of pearls and 
jewels. 

In his swindling efforts Boeck had used 
the name of J. Pierpont Morgan, Sena- 

tor ‘William A. Clark, and others promi- 
nent in financial and social circles. He 
was quite a connoisseur of rare paintings 
and antiques of all descriptions. He was 
traced to China and back to San Fran- 
cisco, where he was arrested. 

Boeck has been in prison a little over 
two years now. It is claimed that he 
offered his services as a ‘“stool-pigeor”’ 
in Sing Sing because he figured that in 
that way he might be able to obtdin a 
pardon. 

But one of the chief reasons why 
Boeck is so anxious for freedom, it is 
said, is because he recently has fallen 
a fourth of a million-

Parents Take Her to Europe 
While Harry Hudspeth, 
17, Is in Jail. 


16 LETTERS IN 2 DAYS 


One Declares She Expects 
Los Angeles Prisoner 
to Come to Her. 


Harry Hudspeth, 17 years old, who 
lived formerly at 4231 Labadie ave- 
nue, is under arrest at Los Angeles, 
Cal, according to dispatches, because 
he planned to elope with Miss Myrtle 
Gates, 17-year-old daughter of an 
Iowa capitalist. Her father, Lander 
Gates, 1s hastening with her to 
Europe, but Hudspeth, in his cell, has 
received 14 letters from her in two 
days. 

Hudspeth says that he,was page to 
President Taft on his trip down the 
Mississippi River in 1909, and that he 
was caddy on the Washington golf 
links for Postmaster General Hitch- 
cock. 

The youth met Miss Gates at her 
home in Furt Madison, Io., two years 
ago. Her parents took her to Califor- 
nia to escnpe his attentions, but he 
followed. Gates finally. caused him to 
be taken before Judge ‘Wilbur of the 
Los Angeles Probation Court, who or- 
dered him to cease hig attentions to the 
girl An elopement was planned soon 
afterward. 

Girl Pledges Loyalty.’ 

In one of her letters to Hudspeth. 
Miss Gates wrote: 

“TI don't know where they are. taking 
me. It may be Paris or Berlin. I think 
it is a convent, but wherever it is I 
will never forget you and know you 
will come to me.” 

The youth was arrested in 8t. Louts 
four years ago for turning in a false 
fire alarm, and was fined $25. In De- 
cember, 1908, he was arrested for col- 
lecting $23 in the name of a Christmas 
charity and keeping the money. The 
Juvenile Court placed him on proba- 
tion, which expired last March. 

In the last two years he traveled 
through Arizona, California, New 
Mexico and Oklahoma, writing week- 
ly letters as to his conduct to Roger 
‘N. Baldwin, former Chief Probation 
Officer. In one letter he informed 
Baldwin that he was in jail in Ari- 
zona and expected to remain there six 
months.

Citizens Hear Armed Band 
Has Crossed Rio Grande; 
Scouts Are Sent Out. 


EL PASO, Tex., Nov. 18.—Marathon.

Robbers Who Drive Away 
With Stake Wagons Have 
Obtained $4000 in Loot. 


POLICE ARE BAFFLED 


Can’t Discover Who Of- 
fenders Are or How They 
- Dispose of Booty. 


Stakewagon thieves who have stolen 
more than $4000 worth of goods in broad 
daylight in St. Louis in the last month 
are still at work and all efforts of 
the police and private detectives to 
check their operations have been in 
vain. 

Their latest exploit was the theft of 
a large stake wagon loaded with $1600 
worth of goods belonging to the Rice- 
Stix Dry Goods Co. The greater part of 
the booty consisted of women’s stock- 
ings bearing the “Comet” brand. 
Through this brand the company hopes 
to trace the goods. 

Twenty loaded wagons were standing 
in the rear of the Rice-Stix store at 
the lunch hour. At 1 o’clock the team- 
sters returned to work. 

Calmiy Drives Wagon Away. 

No one noticed thai one of the men 
was a stranger. The teamsters are not 
all known personally to one another, 
and when a thief climbed on one of 
the wagons and drove away with it he 
was not molested. Byen those who 
knew ' he was a stranger thought he was 
taking the place of one of the regular 
Grivers. 

The true state of affairs was not 
known until a few minutes later, when 
the man employed to drive the wagon 
appeared and asked what had become 
of it. 

The police were at once notified of 
the theft, but they found no trace of 
the stolen wagon, though it was aban- 
doned later at Garrison and Bell ave- 
nues. 

With no effort at concealment, the 
thief and confederates trasferred the 
goods to their own Wagon. 

A/H. Lueking, who has the teaming 
contract for Rice-Stix, found his aban- 
doned wagon at 8 p. m. As he is re- 
sponsible for the value of the goods he 
has offered a reward of $200 for infor- 
mation which will lead to the arrest of 
the thieves. 

Another Wagon Disappears, 

A week ago a wagon owned by the 
Sanders Duck and Rypbber Co. was 
driven away from the Frisco System 
depot at Second and Biddle streets. 
Later it was found at St. Ferdinand 
and Goode avenues, There’ was no 
trace of the 19 cases of goods, valued 
at nearly $2000, with which it had 
been loaded, 

Stake wagon thieves recently stole 
a loaded wagon from the warehouse 
of the St. Louis Transfer Co. at 
Broadway and Clark avenue. While 
teamsters were preparing for their 
day’s work one of the thieves boldiy 
walked in, hitched a team to one of 
the wagons and drove off with it. 

In each case the police were noti- 
fied, but the mystery as to where 
the thieves take their valuable loot 


and how they dispose of it is un- 
solved.

KILLS. 2: TRIES 


Hospital Physician, 2 Years 
Old, Fills Bottle With 
Mercury. 


MISTAKE IS MYSTERY 


After ° Drinking Poison, 
Young Man Lapses Into 
Unconsciousness. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WILMINGTON, Del., Nov. 18.—Dr. 


E. I. Dunkelberg, the 21-year-old’ resi- 
dent physicilan of the Delaware Hospi- 
tal in this city, filled bottles supposed 
to contain epsom salts with bichloride 
of mercury Tuesday, and acting under 
his directions, nurses in the hospital 
gave the poison to five patients. With- 
in a comparatively short time all five 
were violently il. 
adopted to save them, but two of the 
patients are dead and little hope is en- 


tertained for the recovery of the 
others. es 

Tilghman Johnston, the chairman of 
the Hospital Board, made a statement 
admitting ikat the mercury had been 
riven to patients by mistake and plac 
ing the blame for the tragedy on Dr. 
Dunkelberg. 

The young doctor first discovered his 
error when cne of the nurses, who had 
been caring for the five patients, report- 
el that they were showing unusue’ 
symptoms. She said that she believed 
they had teen poisoned. 

Tries to Kill Himself. 

He grabbed one of the bottles from 
the nurse’s hand and drank a mouth- 
fui of its contents. Within a few sec- 
onds he was taken violently ill. He 
was revived with difficulty, and then 
made a desperate effort to get the 
bottle away from the attendant who 
had been summoned by the nurse.’ It 
was with the greatest difficulty ‘that 
he was restrained. 

After pleading piteously to be allowed 
to kill himself, he sank into a kind of 
coma and was placed in bed, where 
he is under guard. It is feared that 
when he comes to and appreciates what 
he has done he will make another at- 
tempt on his life. 

There is “ome mystery as to how he 
happened to make the mistake. He is 
in charge.of the hospital laboratory and 
has never made an error before. 

The five pitients involved in the fatal 
error had epsom salts prescribed for 
them by the ward doctor. The bottles 
which usually contained the salts hap- 
pened to be empty when the nurses got 
ready to administer the doses. So they 
took them to the laboratory to be filled. 
There is no explanation gf how Dr. 
Dunkelbery happened to mistake the 
mercury for the salts, as the laboratory 
is well lighted and all the bottles are 
plainly labeled. 


NATIONAL ICE DELEGATES HEAR 
EXONERATION OF NATURAL ICE 








Expert Declares It Carries Only} 


1-1200 of 1 Per Cent’ 
of Disease. 


By Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—The National 


Ice Association of America, which is 
holding its session here today, is consid- 
ering the relation of natural ice to 


contagious diseases. Dr. Hibbert W. 
Hill, chief of the Bureau of Epidemology 
of the Minnesota State Board of Health, 
in an address on this subject, declared 
iuat he found, after long investigation, 
that ice was an inappreciable factor of 
the transmission of typhofd germs, 

“It has béen estimated,” said Dr. 
Hull, “that 250,00 persons suffer from 
typhoid fever,in the United States every 
year. From this number 1-1200 of 1 per 
cent have been attributed to fhtural 
fce, al] occurring in one olttbreak. 

“Ice was taken, in one instance, from 
a river actually producing typhoid at 
the time to the extent of 7 per cent of 
the community; yet the ice frém ‘that 
river did not produce a single case, and 
this history was repeated, year after 
year. Natural ice, because of its great 
powers of purification, might be’ taken 
from the same water sources as produce 
typhoid fever, yet could not be held re- 
sponsible for more than 1-1200 of 1 per 
cent of the total typhoid.”

“If the peridie times are in the ses- 
quilplicate ratio of the radii, and there- 
!}fore the velocities reciprocally in -the 
subduplicate ratio of the radii, the cen- 
tripetal forces. will be in the duplicate 
ratié of the radii inversely; and the 
contrary.”
